SUBJECT: Damaqe to Display Panels in Exhibit Hall 


l. AS you know, an accident occurred in the exhibit hall 
about ten days aqo in which one of the motorized? carts operated? 
by a GSA employer collided with the freestanding display panel, 
causing damage to one of the upright posts and to several of the 
interlocking panels, I would be grateful if you would convey to 
the GSA manager, and through him to his work force, the concern 
felt by the Fine Arts Commission over this evidence of careless- 
ness about the display panels and the art objects which are 
mounted on these panels for public display. The damage caused to 
the equipment ia unfortunate and will undoubtedly he costliv to 
repair, but what really concerns us is the thought that in 
another such occurrence we might see damage done to an item for 
which the Agency has custodial responsibility. 


Ze “We on the Fine Arta Comaission hope that the GSA 
manader will use thig incident to highlight for his employees 
their continuing responsibility to protect the art which is on 
display, not only in the exhibit hall but elsewhere in the 
building, Damage to a borrowed work of art wouleé not only be a 
source of major embarrassment and cost, hut could siqnificantly 
inhibit the Agency's ability to borrow materials of interest to 
its emplovees for public display in its corridors.
